In 
1880 one of the rooms of this 
bulding was utilized for a wood 
shed and and_ store-room, and 
another room known as the new 
primary room was built. Three 
teachers were employed at this 
central school. 

To accommodate the people in 
the southern end of the district, 
a branch, known as the Castro 
school was established near the 
county line and One teacher was 
placed there. This building was 
later moved to a point near Stege 
Junction, where the trustees had 
purchased an acre @ land for a 
school s'te. This removal occured 
about 40 years ago and the old 
building is till standing and, was 
recently incorporated into the St. 
John’s Catholic church and is now 
part of that structure. 


When the present Stege school 
house was built, Setge separated 
from the San Pablo district, but 
not before Giant, which withdrew 
a few years earlier. 

MOVED TO GIANT 

A third school was erected on 
the hill past the tank farm where 
This 
building was later moved to Giant 
when the district was formed. 

In the early 90's the people in 
the west end requested that a 


{schoOl be placed near them and 
Jone was established at 


Mayket 
and Kearney streets. This build- 
ing was. later abandoned for 
school purposes and was convert- 
ed into a store building which 
still stands. Mrs. Wendell, who 
;taught at the Central San Pablo 
school was placed in charge and 
was the first teacher of the ‘de- 
pot’ school. 

At that time the San Pablo dis- 
trict enjoyed the distinction of 
employing the most teachers and 
having the largest attendance of 
any district in Contra Costa coun- 
ty. The school term extended 
over a period of six to eight 
monihs and the principal receiv- 
ed a salary of $100 per month 
and assistant teachers from $50 
to $60 each per month. 

NEW DISTRICT FORMED
